which paper, though ostensibly a grievous 
lament over that policy, is an argument in 
favor of one of the most stupendous swin- 
Ales ever attempted upon any Government. 

The United States have granted to the 
several so-called Pacific Kailroad Companies, 
North and Houth, 150,000,000 acres of land. 
Nt lend also to the Union and the Central 
Pacifie Railroad Companies, and to other 
companies, since substantially consolidated 
with these two, United Btates 6 per cent 
bonds aggregating 604,098,512, for which 
the Government holds a second mortgage on 
the roads, On the ist of January, 1476, 
the interest paid by the United States on 
these bonds, over and above the amounts 
earned by the roads for Government trans- 
portation, had reached $21,500,000, showing 
an aggregate indebtedness to the United 
States at that time of $86,000,000, which 
gum, at the same rate of progression, is to go 
on increasing until 1895. 

These roads owing this indebtedness have 
received 32,000, 000 acres of land, the North- 
ern Pacific Road 47,000,000 acres, Tom 
Scott's Southern Companies 70,000,000 
acres, or, together, over 150,000,000 acres. 
The completed roads haye selected their 
sites for towns, for stations, and all the lands 
which the Company may need. They have 
also sold largely of all the land lying east of 
the 100th degree of longitude. West of that 
line all of the companies hold, probably, 
125,000,000 acres. These lands lying west of 
the 100th degree of longitude are not, asa 
whole, worth 10 cents an acre for any agri- 
cultural use. It is possible that, by a grand 
and costly scheme of irrigation, a portion of 
them might be made productive, but even 
this is not possible, because of the 
total want of water. In the narrow valleys 
of the small streams, a limited space on each 
side of the river may be made to produce 
grass, but are not capable of being made into 
farms. From the northern line of these lands, 
west of the 100th degree of longitude, and 
stretching down to the Texas boundary, all 
the land is barren, desolate, and incapable of 
supporting life. Itis sand, rock, frequently 
of volcanic formation, all impregnated with 
alkali, furnishing no food for man or beast 
save the scanty growth of sage-brush and 
cactus. At intervals this vast tract has its 
parks, and other fertile patches, but these are 
no more than oases in the great desert which 
lies between the fertile plains of the East 
and the main chain of the Rocky Mountains. 

These railroad corporations which hold 
125,000,000 of acres of this land know how 
valueless the vast proportion of the property 
is, both at present and prospectively, and 
they now have the effrontry to apply to Con- 
gress, that the latter shall purchase the whole 
body of unsold land from the companies at 
$2.50 an acre! The companies which have 
built and completed their roads with the 
money represented by the $64,000,000 of 
national bonds, and which obtained originally 
12,800 acres of land per mile of the road for 
nothing, eak that Congress shall take back 
all that has not been sold, and give them for 
it $2.50 per acre, or at the rate of 632,000 


The Northern Pacific Company, which ob- 
tained 25,600 acres of land per mile for 1,900 
miles, asks that Congress shall duy the land 
back, paying therefor $2.50 per acre, or at 
the rate of $51,200 per mile of the road. 
Tom Scort, for his Texas Pacific and other 
roads, holding 70,000,000 of acres, asks 
that Congress shall buy back the land and 
pay him in bands at the rate of $2.50 per 
acre, Estimating the unsold and unsaleable 
and valueless lands at 125,000,000 of acres, 
these Railroad Companies propose that the 
Government buy this land at 62.80 per acre 
and issue ite 5 per cent’ gold bonds for the 
aum of 6612,00, 000 to the several com

The argument used is that these lands 
Were the patrimony of our posterity; that 
they were to be held so that, as the popula- 
tion increased, the land should furnish the 
people with the means of subsistence ; and 
that the Government, in parting with the 
land, has in some way robbed posterity of the 
opportunity of extending the area of cultiva- 
tion and confined agricultaral production to 
its present limite. This argument, if it could 
have any force at all, would apply if the Gov- 
ernment had sold or given away the land to 
be removed from within the territorial limits 
of the United States. But the man seeking 
land a hundred er a thousand years hence 
will find it just where it nowi‘, and it can be 
boyght then as readily as now, and will be as 
susceptible of cultivation then as it is now. 
The change of ownership has not decreased 
the amount of land in Illinois, where the 
Government was once sole proprietor. 

Nor can the swindle be extenuated by 
specious suggestions that, in the absence of 
the railways, it cost the Government six 
times as much to transport freight, troops, 
and mails across the continent that it will 
cost by rail; and that this saving will 
alone amount in the course of time to the 
principal of all the bond subsidies voted to 
build the railways. That kind of sophistical 
logic has exhausted whatever respect it once 
had. Nothing of the sort can hide the naked- 
ness of the proposed robbery,—that the Gov-_ 
ernment shall substitute for the land-grant’ 
a direct grant of money, to be computed at 
the rate of $2.50 per acre, the money to be 
obtained by the sale of national bonds, and add- 
ing over three hundred millions of dollars to 
the principal of the public and fifteen 
millions of dollars for annuafinterest. That 
is the whole scheme,—to get the United 
States to give these companies three hundred 
millions of dollars of Government bonds, and 
take back this land, which is not worth an 
average of 10 cents an acre. 


THE TORNADO. 

The details published in Taz Tuo 
this morning of the tornado that Satarday 
night swept over the city show that 
the storm extended from Eastern Kansas to 
Lake Michigan, where it expended its force in 
this vicinity, and that the storm-track at asv- 
eral points was between two and three hun- 
dred miles in width. At Leavenworth, mas- 


| sive brick buildings, one of them an extensive, 


factory weighted with machinery, were blown 
over like card houses; roofs were torn off 
houses; walls were crushed liks egg-shells ; 
and the iron roof of the Union Depot was 
ripped off, The path of the storm was di- 
rectly through the heart of the city, and no 
loss than thirty buildings were wholly or in 
part destroyed, while few escaped without 
more or less damage, the whole of which is 
roughly estimated at « quarter of «4 
million, At Lawrence, a number of houses 
were blown down, and the torrent of rain, 
by which the tornado was accompanied, 
awopt away railroad tracks, well-nigh cutting 
off railway communication, At St. Joseph, 
Kansas City, and other points on the Mis 
url River, the foods did great damage to 
the railroads, and at the former city railroad 
communication was wholly suspended. Ad- 
vices from intermediate points are moagro, 
and perhaps will be delayed for a day or two 
longer, so that the damage done is mainly a 
matter of conjecture. In Illinois the storm 


extended as far south as Cairo, Carbondale, 


and OCarlinville. In the latter wicin- 
ity a number of buildings were blown 
down, and on the [Illinois Oentral 
Railroad, near Mattoon, a passenger 
train was lifted from the track and carried 
over the ditch, injuring a number of pas- 
sengers. There are few details additional 
to what was published in Im Tame of 
yesterday relative to the damage done in the 
city, which, it is estimated, is in the neigh- 
borhood of a quarter of a million, the par- 
ticulars of which will be found in our city 
columns. Happily the storm appears to have 
been much less severe on the lake than 
ashore, and the losses, particulars of which 
will be found in another column, were far 
less than had been apprehended. 


“THE DOUBTFUL VOTE.” 

Thoughtful Republican newspapers, like 
the New York Times, are beginning to make 
a formal reeognition of the importance in 
the approaching Presidential election of the 
“doubtful” or independent vote, which 
Taz Carcaco Trrsuwz has from the first 
given its proper significance. It is the bal- 
ance of power that, in the absence of any 
infinence not now discernible, will turn the 
scale, and in no States will it assert itself 
more than in New York and Ohio, which are 
now generally regarded as the principal 
battle-fields. There are several elements 
which enter into the final placement of the 
large doubtful vote throughout the country, 
the full extent of which is indicated by the 
revulsions on both sides, first in 1874 and 
then 1875. The currency question will cut 
some figure, though not so much as it would 
have done had the election occurred last 
year; and in this regard the Democratic 
party is in a more embarrassing position 
than the Republican party, because it 
is more seriously infected with the rag-baby 
folly. Of course; the Republican party will 
not, under any circumstances, adopt any- 
thing but an honest-money platform and 
nominate an honest-money candidate, no 
matter what the other side may doon the 
subject. The Democratic party is in an un- 
fortunate situation in this regard. The nomi- 
nation of an avowed sound-money man will 
alienate the large ragamuffin vote of the 
Democratic party in Indiana and Ohio, while 
an avowed inflationist will drive off the hard- 
money Democrats of New York and the East 
generally.
